DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-20 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Applicants filed Terminal Disclaimer on 8/7/08 to overcome the Double Patenting 
rejection dated on 4/7/2008. The Terminal Disclaimer is accepted and recorded on 
11/25/08. 

The examiner withdraws the rejection under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) for claims 1-2,4 
and 6-8 because the examiner found out that applicants' argument in the Remarks filed 
on 8/7/2008 is persuasive. Applicants argued that the reference Lester (GB patent No. 
2,319,345)'s memory 20 does not include inputs that are electrically connected to a first 
input and a second input of an energy meter and is not understood to measure a 
phase difference of the first input signal and the second input signal (see page 2 of 
Remarks, last paragraph). 

During further search, the examiner does not find out the prior art in the record 
teach or fairly suggest an energy consumption meter comprising all elements in 
combination with a phase correction block electrically connected to an output terminal of 
one of the first and second analog-to digital converters and to correct for the phase 
difference in one of the first output signal and the second output signal. Therefore, claim 
1 is allowed. Claims 2-20 are dependent on the claim 1 and are allowed accordingly.
